Mexico City.—The Most Rev. Pas- 
cual Diaz, Archbishop of Mexico City 
and Primate of Mexico, in an inter- 
view granted the Mexican City Cor- 
respondent of the N. C. W. C. News 
Service, expressed the desire to send 
his greetings to Americans, particul- 
arly to American Catholics. 

“On this special occasion,” he said, 
“I wish to convey, through the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, to 
the American people at large and 
especially to the American Catholics, 
my sentiments of good will and my 
earnest desire that a better knowledge 
of our two countries be the basis for 
an unshakeable peace between them.”

The Russian atheists and the com- 
munistic freethinkers of other coun- 
tries adopted a resolution creating the 
Internationale of the Irreligious at the 
fourth International World Congress 
of Proletarian Freethinkers, held in 
the city of Bodenbach, Czechoslovakia, 
November 15-17, 1930. 

Although some delay is being ex- 
perienced in the establishment of the 
headquarters of the new Internationale 
in Berlin, nevertheless the genera! 
secretary of the organization is a Ger 
man, a certain Hans Meins, who is a 
member of the Proletarian Freethink- 
ers Center. 

The zeal of the atheists is evident. 
Therefore, the great necessity to op- 
pose them has been recognized. The 
first step in this direction, it is de- 
clared here, should be an official re- 
fusal to permit the establishment of 
the headquarters of the Internationals 
at Berlin.
